THE MINER LAW. 


REPUBLICANS AVERSE TO CHOSING ELECTORS 
BY DISTRICTS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—Judge John 
Miner of Michigan, the author of the election 
law which bears his name, is in this city. 
Though he states that his visit to Washington 
possesses no political significance yet he has 
had conferences with several of the Demo- 
cratic party leaders here relative to the: con- 
test likely to be made by the Republicans 
against the Miner law. ‘After an extended 
interview with ex-Postmaster General Dick- 


inson, and Representative Chipman Mr. 
Miner said to your correspondent to-day: 
‘*We are watching with the greatest inter- 
est for the development of the Republican 
plan to contest the legality of the Miner law. 
‘there has beeh much speculation as tothe 
action likely to be taken, though the Repub- 
lican leaders have maintained great reticence 
as tothe course to be pursued. I think the 
general idea is that the action of the Demo- 
crats in following the Miner law in the choice 
of presidential electors by districts will be 
met by the Republicans with an application 
to the courts for a mandamus upon t . 
tary of State to compel him to print the elec- 
tion tickets in accordance with the old law, 
arene Se by districts. Ry & cenance of the 
Republicans a pesca Oo solely upon 
an intensel pure san court, a court that will 
stand ready tooverrule its own traditions 
and in the face of all considerations of pro- 
priety render:a decision favorable to the 
Republican party for pea ry purposes only. 
The details of the Republican operations 
cannot, of course, be forecast; but I can 
conceive circumstances under which they 
may failto carry out their plan. Application 
will probably madeto the Secretary of 
State for the printing of the Democratic 
tickets shortly after the convention, 
which meets in Muskegon May li, 
has selected the Democratic electors. 
The Republican Convention will follow and 
application will probably be made for the 
printing of tickets under the old law. There 
is no requirement which willcompel the Sec- 
retary of State to give any intimation as to 
the action he proposes taking until a few 
days before the election, when the tickets 
must be printed for distribution. If the 
court is not invoked in the meantime it will 
then be too late and the legality of the Michi- 
van plan daubtless then be brought before 
the joint assembly of the House and Senate 
which meets under the constitution to count 
the electoral vote. Of course it is 
ossible that the Republicans may endeavor 
o secure a mendamus fromthe court based 
on representations as to whatit is expected 
that the Secretary of State intends to do. It 
will require a thoroughly partisan court to 
issue a mandamus on such representations, 
but we must be prepared for just such action. 
In view of the fact that the whole question 
may ultimately come before the Senate and 
House of Representatives in joint assembly, 
it is of the greatest importanceto know the 
sentiment of the two houses on 
the Michigan plan. I understand 
Judge Chipman’s committee on the 
election of President and Vice-President will 
svdon report a measure of some sort calcu- 
lated to test thefeeling of both houses. lam 
impressed with the great interest which the 
question has aroused and am surprised at 
the amount of correct information which 
public men here seem to have regarding an 
issue which has heretofore been considered 
as local.’’ 


TEXAS SENATORSHIP. 


IN WASHINGTON OVER THE AP- 
PROACHING CONTEST. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12,—Interest in 

the approaching Senatorial contest in Texas 

is keen here for the reason that alli three of 
the candidates are serving in Congress. Mr. 

Chilton isa member of the Senate, and Mr. 

Mills and Mr. Culberson are members of the 

House, The three men are on excellent 

terms, and the contest willbe amicably con- 

ducted throughout. The question as to 
whether they shall go home or manage their 
campaigns from this point has not beén de- 
cided as yet, but the probability is that the 
three willremainin Washington. Balloting 


will commence on the 22d inst. 

The Legislature which is to elect the Sen- 
ator, was not itself elected with that duty in 
view. At that time Judge Reagan was in 
Office and there was no suggestion or his 
resignation. For this reason it has been 
difficult to poll that body satisfactorily on the 
subject. Several enterprising Texas papers 
have made the attempt, but many of the 
members refused to commit themselves, and 
the accuracy ofthe printed list of those re- 
plying to the question as to their preference 
ior senator is challenged by tne candli- 
dates here, Mr. Chilton finds his 
supporters put down in the Millis 
coiumn and supporters of Mr. Mills put down 
in his column. A gh number of county 
meetings have been held throuszhout the 
State, called for the pl nee of instructing 
the members of the gislature, but the re- 
sult is said still to leave the choice in doubt. 

Mr. Chilton, who is serving in the 
Senate by appointment and aspires to 
succeed himself by the favor of the repre- 
sentatives of the people. is young enough to 
be the sonof either of his opponents. e is 
only 38 years of and is 
the only native ever 
sat in the Senate, as Mr. Crain ofthe Galves- 
ton District is the only native Texan who 
ever satin the House. Mr. Chilton isa law- 
yer who left a large practice toaccept office 
and is regarded asa bright young man. 

Mr. Culberson is serving his ninth consecu- 
tive term asa member of the “House and is 
now for the third time Chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee. His legal attainments 
arerated high by lawyers and his personal 
popularity is as great asthat of any man in 
Congress. Heis a native of Georgia, is 62 
years of age and a giant In stature, 

Mr. Mills has one more term asa member 
ofthe House to hiscredit than Mr. Culber- 
son. An interesting feature of his candidacy 
is the fact that, should he be disappointed in 
his Senatorial aspirations, he wiil be seen in 
Congress no more. He |announced the last 
time he ran for the Housé that he would not 
Stand again, and on the strength of that as- 
surance several ambitious men.in his district 
are busy canvassing to succeed him. The 
friends of Mr. Mills express themselves 
greatly pleased with his prospects in the ap- 
proaching contest. He has entirely recoy- 
ered from his recent illness and was in his 
seat in the House to-day.

THE PELICAN STATE, 


PARTY UNITY TO BE AFFECTED BY A PRIMARY 
ELECTION. 

NEw ORLEANS, La., March 12.—Ten days 
from now the question whetber the McEnery 
ticket shall stand as the true Democratic 
ticket will be decided. The submission of 
the question to white Democratic primaries 
was designed to bring about com- 
plete party unity, but up to date 
the result seems anything but that. The 


campaign is now as vigorous and as. bitter as 
before the lottery question was eliminated 
from it. Meetings are being held in every 
section of the State and the interest shown 
continues to predominate over all other 
matters. Both sides are enga 

in an attempt to show the public that 
the other is unworthy of being intrusted with 
the conduct of the State, and in rsuing the 
attempt are not at all guarded in their 
choice of the words nor the disclosure 
of ugly political records. An instance of 
the general ill feeling was the mobbing 
this week of Foster speakers in the Twelfth 
Ward of New Orleans.

THE PIT IN FLAMES. 


Fire Stops the Work of Rescuers at 
Anderleus, Belgium. 


GOVERNMENT AID FOR THE FAMILIES 
OF THE VICTIMS. 


The Death Roll Estimated at 215-—A Rail 
road Man Run Over By the Cars and 
Killed—Fatal Accident to a Miner at 
Aurora, Mo.—Lost Both Legs. 


BRUSSELS, March 12.—The fire in the An- 
derlues colliery grew in flerceness as the 
night -passed, and since 2 o’clock this 
morning the heat has been so intense 
that it has been impossible for the 
rescuing parties to remain in the pit. 
They have been compelled for the present to 
abandon all their efforts to reach the gal- 
leries. After it was found that the fire was 
gaining in strength a consultation was held 
between the mine-owners and the engineers 
and it was decided that as there was not the 
slightest doubt that everybody in the mine 
was dead the only course left open for them 
to follow if they hoped to recover the bodies, 
was to flood the mine. 

Preparations were being made to Carry out 
this plan but, before any water could be 
pumped in, cries of ‘‘fire’’ were heard on all 
sides and, at3 o’clock, flames ascended to 
the pit’s mouth and sparks were scattered in 
every direction. A few minutes lateran im- 
mense column of flame shot through the ven- 
tilating shafts, piercing the thick clouds of 
smoke that were overhanging the shafts. 
The sight was grandly magnificent as the 
mass of flame shot upward but it meant the 
certain death ofevery person in the mine. 
This fact was fully recognized by the on- 
lookers, and the wailing and shrieks of those 
near the pit’s mouth increased in violence as 
the lurid flame tore their last faint hope from 
them. Fora great distance around the 
country was illuminated to almost the 
brightness of day by the vast column of fire 
pouring out of the mine, Higher and 
higher soared the flame and the heat 
was so intense that the crowd was driven 
back some distance fromthe mouth of the 
ventilator shaft. Swayed by the wind the 
flame in graceful curves would bend toward 
the earth, and then again with a mighty roar 
would ascend in a perfectly straight 
line. The engine and other buildings near 
by began to show the effects of the heat. 
The glass inthe windows broke, the wood- 
work began to warpand thenin an instant 
they were wrapped ina sheetof fame, The 
firemen had been working heroically to pre- 
vent the spread of the fire, but their efforts 
were entirely fruitless. 

In the meantime water had been com- 
menced to be thrown into the burning pit. 
Before it had descended any distanceit was 
converted into steam and escaped with a 
tremendous roaring noise, which added to 
the horror of the situation. The scene has 
seldom, ifever, been equaled in the mining 
disasters of Belgium. 

The destruction ofthe buildings on the 
surface proceeded without opposition, and 
by 7 o’clock only the walls were standing. 

All the heavy machinery at the mouth of 
the pit was destroyed and fell crashing down 
the shaft. This acted as a damper onthe 
filaines ascending the shaft to the surface, 
and thereafter little fire could beseen. But 
it could be heard roaring and seething 
through the galleries far below the surface. 

The total ofthe death roll is 215. Of this 
number itis estimated that 170 were buried 
and burned alive. The calamity has crushed 
the entire Charleroi district. Nothin is 
heard save lamentations for the dead. any 
of the women who have lost their only sup- 
port have become hysterical through grief 
and the doctors are busy attendingto them, 
In some casesallthe surviving members of 
familles still surround the biackened pit’s 
mouth, attracted by the very horror that has 
rendered them without a head. 

Suffering is bound to follow the disaster, for 
many ofthe miners’ families have lost their 
only means of support. The Government has 
taken prompt action to relieve so far as pos- 
sible the suffering entailed by the sudden and 
appalling catastrophe. The Minister of Pub- 
lic Works has ordered the distribution of re- 
lief, and the work is now being carried on, 

The bodies recovered were covered with a 
thick, black dust, which in some instances 
had been blown deep in the skin. As they 
were taken into the office they were placed 
upon stiaw that had been spread on the 
floor, and the faces were then cleaned as far 
as possible to allow of identification. Many 
of the faces, however, were entirely un- 
recognizable. 

The fact that some, if not all, of the women 
employed in the mine have met their death 
by the explosion will offer the unanswerable 
argument for those who oppose female labor 
in underground employments. — the 
bodies recovered Is that of a 14-year-old girl. 
That she suffered indescribabie agony is 
shown by the young face, which is so hor- 
ribly distorted that it cannot be recognized. 
The Diackened features are swollen almost 
beyond all semblance to a human being. 

It has been ascertained that 270 persons 
were workinginthe mine at the time ofthe 
explosion. Most of them were at work in the 
two galleries where the greatest damage was 
done. One of these galleries is 450 and the 
other 550 yards below the surface. Mining 
experts acquainted with the Anderlues 
colliery say that every person who was work- 
ingin the lower gallery must be dead, and 
few are expected to be rescued alive, asthe 
upper gallery is filled with deadly gas. Alto- 
gether thirty-three bodies have been re- 
covered. 

The calamity has revealed a condition that 
will be startling to Americans. Female labor 
in the mines is almost universal and excites 
no comment here. The employers prefer 
women as miners, because they work for 
some lower wages than the men. The women 
receive one francanda halffor twelve hours 
work in some of the Belgian collieries. They 
are mostly middle-aged women, but females 
are found in the coal pit as young 
as 14 and as old as @& ears of 
age. Some ofthe married women have been 
known to take their babies strapped to their 
backs down into the pit and lay the littie 
ones near them while they are engaged in 
digging coal. This is one of the evils that 
Belgian workingmen want to see reformed. 
They claim thatifthey had universal suf- 
frage the Belgian Parliament would not be 
merely represented in the lower Classes, but 
would also legislate forthem. Itis said that 
some of the colliery owners refuse to employ 
a miner in Belgium. unless he is able to bring 
one or more members of his family into the 
pit with him,

A COWARDLY ATTACK. 


4 PARIS (TEX.) ATTORNEY ASSAULTED BY A MAN 


HE PROSECUTED. 

PARIS, Tex., March 12.—Col. Jake Hodges, 
aprominent attorney of this city, was as- 
saulted ina most cowardly manner on the 
streets ofthis city this afternoon. He was 
standing talking to friends when Mack Crook, 
a notorious character, slipped up behina 


him, and struck him several blows on the 
head and body with a club. Col. Hodges 
grasped him and was endeavoring to get his 
Enife, when Crook’s nephew rushedup with 
a  shot-gun, and tried to shoot 
Hod ges.

Bad blooa was engendered 
during the pendency of the case, and they 
have clashed two orthree times. Both men 
are dead game, and It Is freely predicted that 
one of them will die with his boots on.

A GREAT EXPERIMENT. 


The ‘‘Lake Route’’ waterways have 
made New York and Chicago what they 
are—the first and second cities of the 
Union—and built up a dozen other great 
trade and industrial centers on the same 
route. 

The tonnage employed on these water- 
ways has been more than doubled in the 
last ten years. During 234 days of naviga- 
tion in 1889; 36,203,606 tons of freight 
passed through Detroit River, and this 
was nearly 10,000,000 tons more 
than the entire clearances of all 
the seaports of the United States, 


and nearly 3,000,000 tons more than the 


combined foreign and coastwise shipping 
of London and Liverpool. The lake fleet 
was valued in 1890 at $58,000,000, and addi- 
tions are increasing the value at the rate 
of $6,000,000 a year. And yet the freights 
carried by these vessels are carried for 
$120 000,000 less per annum than the lowest 
costof railway transportation. The ton 
mileage of the lakes is nearly one-fourth 
the total ton mileage of all the railways in 
the United States, and is carried for less 
than 1% mills per ton per mile. 

This economy justifies the enormous and 
rapid development of this waterway ton- 
nage. It justifies the immense expendi- 
tures of our Government to improve the 
navigation of this internationai waterway 
for Canada’s benefit and ours. It justifies 
the great expenditures of New York on 
her Erie Canal as one branch of it. It 
justifies Canada’s expenditure of $60,000,000 
or more to make a fourteen-foot channel 
through the St. Lawrence end of the route. 

Moreover it accounts for the diversion of 
the vast commerce of 'the mighty Missis- 
sippi Valley from itsown great waterway 
system to the railroads connecting with 
the Eastern one, and therefore it justifies 
the protest of the West against an ex- 
penditure of $100,000,000 or any other sum 
for a canal in Nicaragua, while Mississippi 
navigation remains unimproved. 

But while clamoring for a costly and un- 
certain improvement of our river channel, 
we must not forget that the marvelous 
achievements of the Eastern waterway are 
as much the fruits of improvements in the 
construction of vessels to fit them for the 
navigation of that waterway, as of Gov- 
ernment work for the improvement of 
channels, 

Now if wecan build vessels capable of 
taking a thousand tons of grain from St, 
Louis to Liverpool with only 5 feet of 
water in the Mississippi, or vessels that 
will carry 2,000 tons to Liverpool from St, 
Louis with only 7 feet of water, we can 
revolutionize the commerce of the country 
by turning Western commerce back to 
its own natural highway—to a better and 
cheaper waterway than the Eastern one—to 
a route navigable allthe year round, while 
the other is closed half the year. 

That the Lucas ship will do this, and 
prove as safe a ‘‘risk’’ asever breasted the 
waves or braved the storms of ocean, is the 
opinion of the marine architects and prac- 
tical ship-builders who have studied the 
plans. 

A responsible iron and steel firm at 
Dubuque, whose Superintendent is a dis- 
tinguished ship-building expert from the 
Clyde, has such faith in the project that it 
will undertake the building of the first 
thousand-ton ship on this model for about 
$200,000 and take one-fourth of the amount 
in stock, 

When Chicago is parading her whale- 
backs at the World’s Fair, if we should be 
able to show a steamship in our harbor 
that had carried 1,000 tonsof grain from 
St. Louis to Liverpool and brought back 
1,000 tons of British goods, or carried the 
latter to the upper tributaries of the 
Amazon and brought home 1,000 tons of 
coffee, who then could set bounds 
to the assured commercial supremacy of 
the Mississippi Valley and its cities? 

There would be no more waiting for the 
river improvement which we have sought 
and waited for so long, and the sea-going 
vessels on the Father of Waters would soon 
represent a paying investment. larger than 
the enormous amount of cash we have ex- 
pended in vain attempts to render a re- 
vival of ourriver commerce practicable. 
It seems to usthat the $150,000 needed to 
test the feasibility of a scheme promising 
such results should be promptly forth- 
coming upon the presentation of the 
proposition to the merchants of St. Louis 
by any responsible firm.

RAINSFORD’Ss opinion. The latter is just as 
guilty, however, according to Dr. Pax- 
TON’s statement, and as matters now stand 
the only question between them is, which 
one is the greater pharisee. 

The truth probably is that their parish- 
ioners are not engaged in any such nefa- 
rious undertaking.

QUERIES AND ANSWERS. 


I would like, if possible, to know where ana by 
whom the piano was invented. *MISSOURIAN. 

The pianoforte was invented by Bartolom- 
meo Christofori, a harpsichord maker of 
Padu, Italy, who exhibited four instruments 
in 1709. The honor was formerly claimed for 
Marius, a French maker, who produced a 
planoin 1716, while German writers claim 
that Schroeter of Dresden was the 
inventor of the instrument. The 
earliest date ascribed *to the latter’s 
achievement, however, is 1711. During the 
present century, however, an Italian docu- 
ment was discovered, written by Marchese 
Scipione Maffer, a Florentine scholar, in 1711, 
which testifies that Bartolommeo Cristofori 
of that city exhibited four pianos in 1709, 
which statement was originally published in 
the ‘‘Glornale’’ of that year, accompanied 
by a diagram of Christofori’s action princl- 
ple, employing hammers, which constituted 
the chief difference between the harpsi- 
chord and’ the plano. ln Maffer’s 
writings Christotori’s hbhame is given as 
‘‘Cpristofali,’’ but this is proved to be 
an error, because inscriptions on existing 
pianofortes give the name as ‘‘Christofori.’’ 
Father Wood, an English monk living at 
Rome, is also said to have made a pianoforte 
similar to Christofori’s in 1711, which he 
exhibited in England, where it attracted 
much notice. 

Christotori did not remain idle after intro- 
ducing his first instrument. He became 
prominently known as a maker, but died in 
1730, comparatively poor. Two pianofortes 
by Christofori, at present Jin Florence, dated 
1720 and 1726, show that he anticipated the 
principles of an improved action and many 
other points of equal importance in the 
structure and acoustics (of the instrument,

M, Diebler, French executioner in chief, 
has just retiredon a pension.

THINGS WISE AND OTHERWISE. 


The great French astronomer, Camille 
Flammarion, closes a very interesting article, 
recently published, on the calendar, in these 
words: 


And as for me, dear readers, I wish that we may 


all find ourselves in 30,000 years sach #8 we are 
to-day. ; 

What have Flammarion’s ‘‘dear readers’’ 
ever done to him that he should wish such a 
wish for them? whatever he may do for him- 
self. For my part Ihad much rather be out 
of existence altogether 30,000 years hence, 
than to be ‘‘such as I amto-day.’’ The only 
attraction and compensation immortality has 
for me is the hope and belief that it will bring 
me something very different from what I 
have to-day, or possibly can have in the con- 
ditions which surround me here, That I shall 
be wiser and better there than here; above 
all, that I may there have infinite desire, 
ability and opportunity to do infinite good. 
Meie happiness is a minor Gonsideration—‘‘is 
man a dog that he must needs be happy?’’ 

The astrenomical Frenchman must be in 
close sympathy with a well-known professor 
in one of our leading Eastern colleges who 
died some years ago. Inthe memoir written 
by hisson weare told that the father once 
congratulated himself upon ‘‘not having ob- 
tained a single new idea in fifty years!’’ 
Think of that and weep for the poor profes- 
sor, and for the pupils he was employed to 
teach. I can readily believe that such a 
small sized soul as his will be no larger 80,000, 
or 80,000,000, years hence than it is to-day. As 
for Flammarion—well, Iam sorry for him, 


From singers and singing to painters and 
paintings is but a step, though perhaps 4 
longone. I am moved to remark that, in 
my opinion, there isa vast deal of humbug 
about some, if not most, of the world-famous 
pictures. Nine-tenths of those who see them 
rely upon the eyes of others rather than their 
own; that is, the fame of the picture forbids 
all criticism, and however much they may be 
disa ppointed—as the large majority of them 
are—they seldom venture to express the dls- 
appointment, and rarely inquire the reason 
thereof, lest it should be taken as evidence of 
ignorance or lack of taste. I have 
no sympathy with, or respect for, 
this species of moral cowardice, 
Pictures, ancient or modern, are not painted 
merely for artists and connoisseurs; they are 
—or at least ought to be—painted for the 
masses, and unless they touch and move 
these, they failto accomplish their truest 
and noblest purpose, and become mere toys— 
valuable indeed, but not purely precious. 
Why shouldareally great picture be ‘‘cav- 
lare to the general’’ any more than isa 
really great poem ordrama? The one is as 
much a product of genius as the others, and 
appeals to muchthe same class of instincts 
and tastes—why, then, should it be beyond 
the reach of the average of popular compre- 
hension? It does not require halt a life-time’s 
study to be able to appreciate Shakspeare 
and Byron. Why should we need such pre- 
liminary preparation to understand and en- 
joy Raphael and Titian? 

I have twice given, for a sufficient length of 
time, my very best attention and eyesight to 
what is often called ‘‘the greatest picture in 
the world,’’ Raphael’s ‘‘Transfiguration,’’ 
the gem ofthe Vatican gallery; and I would 
not go a mile to see it again. If that re- 
nowned picture were the work of an un- 
known young master instead of a famous old 
master, I am quite sure it would attract 
nobody, except possibly the experts in draw- 
ing and coloring. The central figure is an 
undeniably clumsy one. The face of the 
transfiigured Lord is altogether human and 
commonplace,,and the arrangement of the 
drapery decidedly awkward. The Saviour 
is supposed to be floating in the air, but there 
is nothing at all ethereal in the attitude, 
and in spite of strong efforts in a 
more serious direction, I am 
always reminded of a tight-rope 
performance upon an invisible rope. The 
group below—though some critics of high 
authority affirm it has no business there—lis, 
to me, much betterthan the one above. It 
comes nearer to us, sO tospeak;-has more 
humanity in it and, therefore, more human 
interest. Altogether, however, ‘‘The Trans- 
figuration’’ bored me, and I was glad to 
leave it for a modern pictureinthe Royal 
Gallery of Rome called ‘‘The Heir.’’ It rep- 
resented only the wretched interior of a 
peasant’s house, the peasant himself lying 
dead on the stone floor, with candles burning 
at his head and feet, the widow crouching in 
the ashes of the fireless hearth andthe baby 
heir beside her, playing with an onion. I 
forget the artist’s name, but for me he has 
painted a greater picture than ‘*The Trans- 
figuration,’’ 

Since the above was written it has been an- 
nounced that the &t. Louis Museumof Fine 
Arts will soon place on exhibition ‘‘Das 
Abendmahl’’ (‘‘The Supper’’) by F, Von 
Uhde. I had never heard of this,to me, 
wonderful picture untill I sawitin Munich 
three or four years ago, andno picture I have 
ever seen has impressed me more deeply. 
Prof. Ives is quoted as saying that ‘‘it is 
the most remarkable painting of ‘The Last 
Supper’ done in modern times.’’ In my own 
non-professional judgment it is worthy to 
rank with Da Vinci’s masterpiece, and for 
me there is more pathos in it thanin that 
immortal work—the highest reach of art de- 
voted to Christian subjects. It is a large 
picture, the fleures being, if I remember 
rightly, nearly or quite life-size, Those who 
do not see ‘‘ vas Abendmahl’’ wiil miss more 
than they can well afford to lose, 


Iam sorry to hear of the recent death in 
England of J. K,. Stephen, author of ‘*Lapsus 
Calami,’’ which contained, among other 
good things of a similar sort, some lines 
describing a vision of a certain 

muzzled stripling 
Mute beside a muzzled bore, . 
Where the Rudyards cease from kipling 
And the Haggards ride no more. 

As for Haggard, he may—so far as Iam 
concerned—ride away into Hades to-morrow; 
but Kipling. No! I want him tostay and 
kipplea little more befvre he goes. He has 
struck a rich mine, which he works with 
wonderful skill, but let him remember that, 
though the skill may remain, the mine may 
be exhausted—and govern himself accord- 
ingly. Meanwhile he has written two stories, 
if no more, which, if my Qlagnosis be cor- 
rect, will live long after the dark curtain has 
dropped upon hiar: **The Man Who Was’’ 
and ‘‘Without Benefit of Clergy.’’ Anybody 
who can readthe last-mentioned one with- 
out moistened eyes anda thrill of the heart- 
strings ‘‘is fit for treason, stratagem and 
spolls.’’ Here is a paragraph which I shall 
remember when a good many more’ im- 
portant things are forgotten. Holden, an 
English official in the India civil service, 
lives with Ameena, a native girl, ‘‘without 
benefit of clergy.’’ A son is born to them, 
who dies very young, leaving the parents 
well-nigh broken hearted. Not longatter 
the mother is strieken by the prevailing pes. 
tilence and is soon brought to the gates of 
death. This is the last scene: 

‘*The soul came back a little, and the lips 
moved. Holden bent down to listen. ‘Keep 
nothing of mine,’ said Ameena. ‘Take no 
hair from my head. She would make thee 
burn it later on. That flame I should feel, 
Lower! stoop lower! Remember only that I 
was thine, and bore thee a son. Though thou 
wed a white woman to-morrow, the pleasure 
oftaking in thy arms thy first son, is taken 
from thee forever. Remember me when thy 
son is born, the one that shall carry thy 
name before ajlmen. His misfortunes be on 
my head. I bear witness’—the lips were 
forming the words upon his ear—‘that there 
is no God but—thee, beloved!’ ’’ 

And then Ameena drifted away upon that 
dark, dark sea that rolls aroundall the world,

ON HIS STREET CAR. 


Conducter Wm. Powers Assaulted by a 
Burly Negro. 


THE VICTIM CLAIMS IT WAS AN AT- 
TEMPTED ROBBERY. 


The Negro Resists Arrest—He Denies the 

‘' Qonductor’s Oharges—Joseph Zang 
Falls or Throws Himself Under a Train 
and Is Crushed to Death—Police News 
in General. 


An assault, alleged to have been made 
with a view to highway robbery , occured 
last night on car No. 17 «of the 
Northern Central line. If robbery was 
the purpose the deed was most 
daring. Wm. Powers, conductor of Car No. 
17 of the road, was the victim of the assault, 
which occurred about 11:30 p. m. in aclosely— 
in fact densely—settled quarter of the city. 
At Twentieth and Carr streets a burly negro 
boarded the car, and immediately began 
abusing Powers in the vilest language, ac- 
cording to the latter’s story. Powers says 
he was remonstrating with the fellow 
when he receiyed a_ terrible blow 
under the right eye. The conductor 
thinks the negro must have hit him with 
some blunt instrument. The blow dazed 
Powers and eimost knotked him from the 
car. The negro was about to rob 
him, he claims, when Private Watchman 
Kruse, who had seen the assault, pulled the 
fellow off the car and attempted to place 
him under arrest. The negro, however, 
struggied and_=_ tried to cut the 
watchman witha big knife, which he must 
have had concealed in his sleeve. 
Kruse at this juncture drew his re- 
volver and fired it at random. 
The report attracted Officers Barclay and 
Callahan, wha state that they were com- 
pelled to use violence to bring the 
negro to subjection. The patrol wagon 
was summoned and with some difii- 
culty the prisoner was taken to 
the Third Distriot Station. There he denied 
the charges and claimed that the officers 
were arresting an innocent man. He 
gave his name as Henry Balley. When 
searched two eeiy-Jookiog knives were found 
on his person. Later Conductor Powers 
with a swolien face, called at the station and 
identified the negro, He says there were 
only two or three persons in the car, and 
that the assault was so sudden that had they 
wanted to they could not have helped him,

JERRY SIMPSON’S HOPES FASTENED TO 
THE SUB-TREASURY SCHEME. 


Representative Burns Wants to Cheapen 
- the Necessaries of Life—The Great Riv- 
- ere Have Many Friends—Raum’s Case 
the Forerunner of Another Investiga- 

- tlon—Congressional Proceedings. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—The corre- 
spondent of the Post-DispaTcH called on the 
several members of the Missouri and Kansas 
delegations in Vongress and inquired of each 
of them as to special or particular legislation 
they may be interested in and as to its pros- 
pects for passage. “There was a general dis- 
position to avoid answering the questions. 
In tact,several members refused to make a 
reply. Their failure todo so arises from the 
fact that that they fear being placed in a po- 
sition to answer for some things which might 
attract criticism. Asa result of the query 
the following is submitted; 

Mr. Simpson was asked to mention the 
measures before Congress, the success of 
which he is particularly interested in, and to 
give his opinion as to their prospects of 
enactment. 

He said: ‘‘The Alliance men are particu- 
larly interested in the Sub-Treasury Dills. 
There are three different Sub Treasury Dilis 
before the House, one introduced by myself, 
one by Mr. Wolverton and one by Mr. Watson. 
lam very much interested inthe passage of 
some such measure for the purpose of 
getting money, into circulation at a 
lower rate of interest, and to place 
itupona good solid basis; that is, all the 
wealth of the country or the greater part of 
it—the staple crops, the wheat, .corn and 
cotton—and any currency issued upon them 
will be safe and sound. As to the prospects 
of favordble legislation by this Oongress 
upon this question, I think they are not very 
flattering. I presume that a measure of that 
kind would be opposed by both Democrats 
and Republicans. At least they have made 
no effort yet to report any of these 
bills from committees: : We may - be- 
fore adjournment introduce a_ resolution 
calling upon the committee to report one of 
these bills. Another important measure in 
which we are interested is ane making a re- 
duction of the tariff. All agricultural States 
are vitally interested ina réduction of tariff 
upon the necessities of life, particularly upon 
clothing and machinery. We see a disposi- 
tionon the part of the Democrats to cut 
down the tariff on raw material, which the 
farmer produces, but not to give us free 
trade upon the articles that we receive in 
exchange for the raw material. 

MORE MONEY WANTED. 

‘*Still another matter in which we are inter- 
ested if we cannot get any otherform of cur- 
réncy than what is called hard money, is a 
provision for an increase ofthe circulating 
mediym, and we think that free coinage of 
silver would accomplish. that result. If we 
cannot get any other form of currency we 
want all the hard money wecan get. Of 
course, we Alliance people want a@ paper 
currency. We believe that the currency of 
the country, the measure of value, should be 
based upon all commodities and not upon 
one or two, like gold and sil-» 
ver. We believe that money should be 
the representative of all values, and not 
alone of gold and silver ascommodity values. 
The prospect of accomplishing this by legls- 
lation is also not very bright. Should the 
House pass such a bill, which in my mind is 
doubtful, Ihardly believe the President would 
sign it, even should it pass theSenate. I 
think he would veto it, inthe hope of secur- 
ing the support of the monied men of the 
country, who believe in gear money and high 
rates of interest, and all those who have vast 
incomes who wish to make the purchasing 

wer of their dollars greater would proDa- 

Bly follow him. So, Ithink the chances ofa 
free silver act are extremely poor. 

‘*We advocate the policy of Government 
ownerships of railroads, the great public 
highways, and when 1 say this] do not mean 
only the ownership of the rolling stock, 
trains, etc., but Il mean that they should be 
public highways, as are lakes and rivers. 
Trains should run onthe railroads under Gov- 
ernment supervision and control. We also 
believe the Government should own and 
operate ~ the telegraph and telephone 
lines because they are monopolies and they 
must be controlled by the people to secure 
good results tor the people. Ofcourse we 
expect very little from this Congress in the 
way of securing lawsto bring about the re- 
‘sults that we desire in connection with these 
great reforms. 

‘*‘The battle will be fought inthe next 
election for the control of Congress by our 
people. We think the lawmaking power of the 
country is the place to look for relief, and we 
must get our Representatives in the House 
before we will ever pass any ofthe measures 
of relief on the Ifnmes which I have indl- 
cated,’’ 


CONGRESSMAN BYRNES. 

Mr. Byrnes of Missouri said: ‘‘I am inter- 
ested in cheapening the cost of the neces- 
saries of Ufe which are consumed by the 
common people, and in placing as many of 
such articles on the free list as possibly can 
be done by this Congress.

RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


A LARGELY INCREASED APPROPRIATION WILL 
BE ASKED FOR. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—The recent 
consideration in St. Louls and Kansas City of 
the Mississippi and Missouri River improve- 
ment proposition had the effect of giving im- 
petus to the members of Congress interested 
inthe subject, athong whom is Representa- 
tive Byrne and who has almost had an open 
break with the Chairman on Rivers and Har- 


bors regarding his position. Mr. Byrnes may 
not enter the field of politics in Missouri 
again. Hein facet, to-day, occupies the most 
independent stand ofany member from his 
State. Intakingit, he wants to accomplish 
all he can for St. Louis and after several con- 
ferences with Chairman Blanchard of 
the Rivers and Harbors Committee, he feels 
justified in saying that he will obtain in the 
rivers and harbors measure $1,000,000 per 
year to be expended under contract be- 
tween the mouth of the ILlinois River and 
Cairo. This is an excess and will be expended 
under the contract system with the River 
Commission asthe supervisor. Heretofore 
but $400,000 has been spent per year, Here- 
after Mr. Byrnes’ means that $1,000,000 shall 
be expended. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors bas been reluctant in agreeing 
to this forthe reason that some member of 
the Missourl delegation would contend 
against it. Mr. Byrnes asserted himself 
against any contest of that Kind, 
He said that he would defend the grant 
of the committee on the floor of the House, 
and make such a speech as would chagrin 
any member Of the Missour! delegation who 
dared to challenge it. 

Mr. Byrnes’ talk to the chairman was 
convincing and the Committee on 
Kivers and Harbors will recom- 
mend for the Mississippi between the 
mouth of the Iillinolsand the Ohio $1,000,000 
per year; for the Mississippi south of Cairo to 
the jetties $2,500,000, and forthe river to the 
Falls of St. Anthony, $500,000. Ail this work 
under the recommendations of the com- 
mittee must be consummated Dy contract 
with the River Commission. 

Mr. Byrnes deciares now that he is about to 
obtain for the Mississippi what she has been 
entitled to for‘years and never obtained. 
That ifa fight comes overit inthe House he 
will floorany member who undertakes the 
place of antagonist. Byrnes’ qualifications 
in this respectare known. He means busi- 
ness, and he will personae contend for the 
improvement of the Mississippiif itis all he 
gets through the present Congress. 


THURMAN FAVORS CLEVELAND. 


THE OLD ROMAN SEES BUT ONE COURSE FOR THE 
DEMOCRACY. 

CoLUMBUS, O., March 12,—Ex-Senator Allan 
G, Thurman has recently expressed his views 
on the question of the Presidency to 
an old friend. Mr. Thurman thought 
that, ‘‘beyond all doubt, Mr. Cleve- 
land represents the best interests of the 
country to a greater degree than is enjoyed 
by any living Democrat.’’ Continuing, he 


presented his views substantially as follows: 
‘*It is not necessary at this time to give rea- 
sons why Mr. Cleveland should receive the 
nomination for the Presidency atthe hands 
of his party. 

‘*lnese reasons are toa certain extent ex- 
pressed to us every day, and occasionally in 
a manner more forcible than might be de- 
sired, by men that have been born and 
brought up in the Democratic faith. 

‘*Mr. Cleveland has given the Democratic 
party an issue—an issue which still exists, 
and upon which the party is united as one 
man. While it is true that Mr. Cleveland 
was Gefeated for re-election, he was not 
beaten because of his stand for tariff reform, 
but other causes that are not necessury to 
refertoatthistime. That is clearly demon- 
strated by the fact that although Mr. Cleve- 
land went down in defeat the issue lives and 
will continue to live until the evils com- 
plainea of are corrected, which can never be 
until that party, pledged toareform of the 
tariff, is again in control of the Government. 

‘*There isto my mind but one course for 
the Democratic party to take. Its duty is 
plain. Intheevent that Mr. Cleveland al- 
lows his name to be presented before the 
Chicago convention the right thing to do 
would be to nominate him by acclamation 
and leave the result to the people, for by 
them mustthe victory be won.

THE PRESIDENT HAS PARDONED L. F. LARKIN 
OF MISSOURI. 

WASHINGTON, ID. C., March 12.—The Presi- 
dent has granted a pardonto L. F. Larkin of 
Missouri, sentenced Sept. 21, 1891, to one 
year’s imprisonment for violation of the 
postal laws ;commuted tothree years sentence 
imposed March 19, 1891, on George W. Carter 


of Arkansas, convicted of larceny, to one 
year’s imprisonment; denied a pardon to 
isaac Brown, an Indian of Arkansas, sen- 
tenced Nov. 25, 1890, toone anda half vear’s 
imprisonment for assault with intent to kill; 
denied a pardon to William Shepard of Louis!- 
ana, sentenced March 24, 1890, to three years 
at hard labor for counterfeiting. 

SALARIES REDUCED. 

An annual reduction of $200,000 in the sala- 
ries of clerks and draftsmen inthe Architect’s 
office, Treasury Department, has been made, 
owing to the fact that the expenses were run- 
ning ahead of the appropriation. W. D., 
Windom, a son of the late Secretary Windom, 
suffers a reduction with others, in all about 
sixty. 

4 AMERICAN REPUBLICS. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
have decided not to include tin their diplo- 
matic and consular appropriation bill an 
appropriation for the Bureau of American 
Republics, but have referred this matter to 
the House Committee on Appropriations for 
action. The committee have nearly com- 
pleted the diplomatic and consular bill, and 
willreportit tothe House at an early day 
next week. 

SECRETARY BLAINE IMPROVING. 

Notwithstanding many sensational stories 
in circulation, Secretary Blaine continues to 
slowly improve. Next week he will beable 
to transact some business. It is expected he 
will go South for rest when the condition of 
his health will permit such a journey. 

Secretary Blaine’s symptoms continue, and 
that he Is yaining strengthis shown by the 
fact that he was abie to.sit up to-day and 
read the newspapers. It is expected that he 
will be able to resume the direction of affairs 
at the State Department next week. 

Mrs. Russell Harrison left Washington this 
afternoon for Omaha, where her father, 
Judge Saunders is seriously ill. 

Gen, Conger, the United States Minister to 
Brazil, who isin this country on leave of ab- 
sence, was amony the President’s visitors to- 
day. He said he expected toreturn to his 
postin aboutthree weeks. Itis said at the 
White House and State Department to-day 
that there Is no foundation for the report 
that Minister Eganis to be transferred from 
Chill to Brazil. 

Secretary Elkins said to-day that the court- 
martial cases of Maj.

He 
added that nothing could be said in regard to 
these cases in advance of the President’s 
action.

**Beer, like the human race, is of godlike 
origin. Beer brewing was devised by no less 
an illustrious personage than the Egyptian 
god, Osiris, who designated his product as 
barley wine. The Pharaohs and the whole 
Egyptian people rejoiced greatly in this most 
refreshing beverage, and it was not long be- 
fore its use spread overallthe snown world. 
**The old Greek historian Herodotus relates 
that in the ‘*‘Retreat of the Ten Thousand’’ 
the soldiers were continually overcome by 
their endless marches, and would 
have succumbed if they had not 
now and then struck an Asiatic 
beer town.

James M. McClellan’s Damage Suit 
Against Dr. Henry F. Hoyt, 

St. PAUL, Minn., March12.—The most. sen- 
sational action that has been brought in St. 
Paul in many years was that which was filed 
in the office of the Clerk of the District Court 
this afternoon, in which Dr. Henry F. Hoyt, 
Health Commissioner of St. Paul, was 
made defendant. The suit is for $25,000 
damages, and is brought by James 


M. McClelian, employed here for the past ten 
years bya leading electriclight and power 
company. ‘The complaint charges Dr. Hoyt 
with the alienation of the affections 
of Mrs. Lizzie McClellan, wife 
of Jas. M. McClellan. The complaint 
alleges two separate offenses, both committed 
last fall. Atthattime Mrs. John Sheckles, 
now in Texas, was a guest at the home of the 
McClellan’s and called upon Dr. Hoyt for 
professional treatment. As Mrs. Sheckles’ 
physician - he met Mrs. McClellan, 
she was a@ woman of rare beauty, tall, 
graceful, lovely in face and figure. 
McClellan charges that the culmination of 
the acgaintance thus commenced was the 
successful consummation ofa plan laid by 
the defendant for his wife’s ruin, and that 
she subsequently madea confession to him 
when, having become suspicious, he 
charged her with unfaithfulness. The 
offense on which the suit fg 
based, issaidto have been committed last 
November. Mrs. McClellan has not since that 
time lived with her husbana, and itis under. 
stood she is now with her parents and away 
from the city. The plaintiff in the 
action is a good-looking man 
of quiet address, who has lately been pro- 
moted to superintendent of motive power of 
of his company. 

Dr. Hoyt refuses totalk about the very seri- 
ous charges brought against him, but his 
nearest friends declare that the suit is 
brought against him because he is Known to 
be a man of means, and that it is 
wend a blackmalling scheme. McClellan’s 
friends, however, are very serene and say 
they will be able to prove all the assertions 
of the complaint, and that the whole situa- 
tion has been carefully canvassed for the 
past six weeks. Should the case come 
to trial in the courts it will 
prove the most intensely sensational of any 
action at law ever tried here. Dr. Hoyt’s 
official position as Health Commissioner and 
his standing as a physician will add to the 
intense interest already evinced by the com- 
munity in which he has so long been a central 


figure.

A member of the rail- 
road is quoted as authority for the statement 
that the bill will certainly be reported at the 
next meeting of the House, and the object of 
the mass meeting is to pursuade the House to 
take immediate action. Unless the bDillis re- 
ported this week, it stands very little chance 
of passing this session, and the Twenty- 
sixth Ward will be doomed to another dreary 
wait for the long hoped for rapid transit.

A $50,000 MARKET STREET DEAL.

Every year 
the consul at Yokohama sends tothe minister 
at Tokio a lLst of American citizens 
who can be used as jurymen that year, and 
these men try the cases that come up, the 
minister choosing each jury. ln ordinary 
cases the consul and two jurymen are 
deemed sufficient, though tle accused may 
have four jurymen if he demands them. In 
criminal cases he must be tried by the consul 
and four jurymen. Hetherington will be 
tried inthis way. Thereis po ap from 
the decision of this court. In ¢t case of 
death sentences, the papers are sent to the 
Minister,and he must Oz the time for the exe- 
cution, but he cannot act in any way as a 
higher court. He may send the case to the 
Presideat of the United States with an ap- 
plication for pardon. if Hetherington is not 
acquitted by the jury on the ground of justifia- 
bie homicide, the Minister wiil probably reter

PakRis, March 2.—It cannot be said that Mrs. 
Deacon, the heroine of the recent tragedy of 
Cannes, wasa very sympathetic personage 
to the world at large. She was very snobbish 
and excessively vain. She had but little to 
say and she said it at some length. She was 
inno way brilliant or intellectual, or even 
appreciative of such qualities in others. Her 
wealth, her beauty, her social position, that 
last altogether unaffected by the many 
rumors that were afloat respecting her,made 
of her one of the most prominent society 
ladiesofthe American colony. She was warmly 
welcomed into its most exclusive cliques.

CAPERS OF THE AMERICAN COLONY. 

Ido not know if the good old custom of 
not receiving women of improper character 
is still maintained in the social circles of 
the United States. i know that it 
is not here im American society. I 
have met at certain very aristocratic houses 
in the American colony women whose moral 
status did not admit of a possibility of doubt; 
creatures, the very touch of whose garments 
in passing, should have beenan offense to 
any honest woman.

PERUVIAN EXHIBIT. 


She Will Outshine Her Neighbors at the 
World’s Fair. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 12.—Corre- 
spondence dated Lima, Peru, Feb. 23, says: 
Thereis every prospect that the Peruvian 
exhibit at the World’s Columbian Exposition 
will surpass that of any of the other repub- 
lics of the west coast of South America, The 
greatest interest has been manifested ‘in the 
subject both by the Government and the 
peeple, and active measures are in progress 
now to insure a most creditable display. 

The special commissioner to Peru is En- 


sign William E. Safford, a naval officer, who 
has devoted much attention to scientific 
work and who has displayeda great amount 
of energy in exciting an interest inthe 
World’s Fair here. The Peruvian commis- 
sioners who have the World’s Fair matter in 
hand have agreed upona plan which wili 
doubtless simplify their efforts and insure a 
great exhibit at Chicago. There is to be a 
national exposition in Limain May. The ex- 
hibition will probably continue several 
months and when itis closed it is the pur- 
pose of the commissioners to make a cCare- 
ful selection among the articles displayed 
and to transfer the best features of the en- 
tire exhibition to Chicago. 

Mr. Safford has been greatly assisted in 
this work by Mr. George C. Dorsey, who has 
been here fora year past the representative 
of the Department of Achs#wology and Ethnol- 
ogy ofthe World’s Fair, and who has been 
engaged in excavating in the districts inhab. 
ited by the first settlers of the country. Mr. 
Dorsey has also made a large collectien of 
antiquities for his own department which 
will not only be displayed at the Worild’s 
Fair but also intended for the National 
Museum to be established in Chicago at the 
close ofthe fair, Mr. Safford’s collection is 
also intended for the same purpose. 

Among the articles which Mr. Dorsey has 
collected aiready are 200 mummies and a 
great quantity of pottery and earthen and 
silverware, which he has excavated near 
Lake Titicca,in Bolivia, and in other dis- 
tricts which were occupied by the most en- 
lightened Indians on the American continent 
400 years ago. Allof these articles are packed 
re stored ready for shipment to the United 

ates. 

Mr. Safford has already senta large quan- 
tity of curiosities to the United States by the 
cruiser Pensacola, which went to San Fran- 
cisco last summer, and he still has a score of 
large cases which he intends tosend at the 
earliest opportunity. 

The President of Bolivia accepted the invi 
tation to participate inthe Fair, and said he

MISSOURI’S MAHDI. 


THE FALSE PROPHET OF REPUBLICAN- 
ISM, CHAUNCEY IVES FILLEY. 


LIFE fi. 

Inancient Greece and Rome the people 
were wont to give to their great men some 
distinctive title. This Lycurgus was known a 
the law-giver; Publius Valerius was given 
the title of Poplicola; Pericles was dubbed by 
the poets of Athens Schinocephalos or squill 
head; Valus Marcius is known to fame as 
Coriolanus, and many others ofthe notable 
men of the olden times;were characterized by 
either a name or an epithet. 

There is therefore an ancient and honor- 
able precedent for the action of the people 
of §t..Louls in giving the titleof ‘‘De Ole 
Man,’’ **The O14 Demander’’ and ‘‘Old 
Regularity’’ to Chauncey Ives Filley. 

In ancient times titles were sometimes 
conferred with great ceremony. When Caius 
Marcius, after the siege of Corloli, presented 
himselfand his army at the Consul’s tent, 
Cominius arose, and having rendered all due 
acknowledgment tothe gods for the success 
of that enterprise, turned next to Marcius 
and delivered the stgongest encomium upon 
his rare exploits. In what I presume isa 
short-hand report of his speech we are given 
the following account of the manner in which 
the title was conferred on Marcius: 

Whenthe approbation and applause ceased Com- 
inius, a rey said: , 

is idle, fellow soldiers, to forceand obtrude 
these other gifts of ours on one whois unwilling to 
accept them; let us, therefore, give him one of 
such a kind that he cannot well reject it. Let us 
pass a vote | mean that he shall hereafter be 


called Coriclanus; nniess you think that his perform- 
anes at Corioli has already anticipated such a resolu- 
° 


The title of ‘‘The Old Demander’’ was con- 
ferred on Filley under not dissim circum- 
stances to those under which Marcius re- 
ceived his. It was after he had returned trom 
an attempt to storm the Eighth District for 
Dr. McLean. While hig siege. was not as suc- 
cessful as that of Coriofanus he returned rich 
with spoils, and his conduct was fittingly 
commemorated. While there wasno public 

held to confer’ the. honor 

him it is doubtful fF the 

baptism of Marcius was 

attended by any more ‘‘approbation or ap- 

plause.’’ The speech of Cominius suggests 

thatthe Roman warrior and the Sst. Louis 

Republican Warwick had at least one virtue 

in common. Corlolanus would not receive 

gifts;and neither does Filley as his title of 
the ‘‘Oid Demander’’ gone to show, 

“‘De Ole Man,’’ as his colored} subjects de 
light in calling him,wasrearediin St. Louis, but 
being far reachingin his disposition, he aid 
not after his entrance into the arena_of 
politics confine his fine work to this city, 
but soon acquired an interest in the 
Missouri ‘*common weaith.’’ He became the 
Mahdi of Missouri Republicans and his 
forecasts asto what Republican conventions 
were going to doarenow as much relied on 
as signal service reports on the weather. 
Whathe says goes. A firm bdeliever in har- 
mony and regularity, he has been uncom- 
promisingin his treatment of all who were 
guiity of revolt. After he had nominated 
McLean he learned that there was a negro 
secession in the ranks, and that it would as- 
sert itself that night In a meeting on 
Eleventh and Christy avenue. He went 
there empty handed and alone, and while 
the meeting was under way he stalked into 
the hall. He took the middle aisle and as 
he advanced with stately tread sucha fear 
fell upon the multitude that some coal biack 
negroes are saidto have actually blanched to 
an octoroon color.

JOPLIN’S WEALTH. 


The Development of the Mining Re- 


sources of Southwest Missouri, 

JOPLIN, Mo., March 12.—A big deal is pend- 
ing which involves the Oswego Mining Co. 
This company owns about eight hundred 
acres of fine land, especially rich in lead, and 
it has beena heavy producer ever since the 
early days ofthecamp. Chicago apd Craw- 
fordsville (Ind.) capitalists are negotiating 
for it. The price to be paid for the land is 
about $400,000.

The volume on Sir Philip Sidney by H. RB. 
Fox Bourne in the ‘‘Heroes of the Nations 
Series’’ is designed to ‘‘bring into promi- 
nence and to keep always in view, bat with- 
out exaggeration or distortion, the chival- 
rous aspect of Sir Philip Sidney’s life and its 
relations in that aspect with the history of 
his time and country, with the contempora- 
ries among whom he moved, who influenced 
bim and who were influenced by him.’’ Itis 
asa type of English chivalry in ¢he Bliza- 
Dethan age that Sidney is studied. Only by a@ 
study of this kind can his character be under- 
stood. The conditions in England were not 
favorable to the development of such a char- 
acter, poets yn th chief labor was to impart

errantry; how to develop a chivalry which 
should be true to the old traditions and yet, 
retaining the old yirtues of loyalty and

Reported Rediscovery of Smith’s Famous 
Find in 1837—How All Trace of the 
Mysterious Three Golden Hills Was 
Lost—Perils Encountered by Prospect- 
ors—News of the Mines. 


caw DIEGO, Cal., March 12.—The reported 
discovery of rich gold fields in the Cotton- 
wood Springs region, east ofSan Bernardino, 
has produced a genuine gold craze here.

Germans Making It the Feature of the 
Campaign. . 


FIFER’S ENEMIES RALLYING THE DIs- 
: CONTENTED TEUTONS. | 


Supporters of Judge Collins Criticising 
Fifer’s Course in Regard to the Com- 
pulsory Education Bill—A Strong 
Statement of thé Grounds Advanced 


by the Germans. 


SPRINGFIELD, I}., March 12.—The question 
of the Edwards school law is dally growing 
in influence in. Illinois politics, and Fifer’s 
attitude concerning it is being used asa 
weapon, and an effective one, by the sup- 
porters of Judge Collins. The following 
statement appeared in the Staats Zeitung: 

THE MAIN QUESTION. 

‘‘The tariff will play a principal part in the 
coming elections, but notin Hilinois. In the 
fall campaign this State will again have to 
decide on a question concerning the nal 
freedom of its citizens. The Edwards school 
law, thanks to Republican opposition in the 
last Legislature, is still in force and it with- 
out doubt will be the ‘‘issue’’ in the 
approaching State election. The German- 
Americans,especially of Southern Ilinvis, will 
again take part in the work of the campaign 
and with the greatest enthusiasm and most 
active interest. There it was that all the 
horror ofthe compulsory law showed itself 
in its true form. There it was that people ex- 
perienced what misery and unrest such a 
measure as the Edwards law can cause.

It was on this account 
that the people, soon after the meeting of 
the Legislature in Springfield, beheld the 
sorry spectacle of solemnly made promises, 
for the most part given in black and white, 
being entirely disregarded and for en.

ing English-speaking citizens of Southern 
Hllinois have made extensive preparations 
and have decided to wipe the igw off the 
statute books. 

NO NEGOTIATIONS. 

**Oppose the beginnings of oppression. Our 
brothers in Wisconsin did so, and now are 
freed from the Bennett law. Further nego- 
tiations would De foolish, forwe should again 
receive promises, promises of everything. 
A plank would again be inserted in the Re- 

ublican platform which could remedy all 
Pi fficulties,. but when the time for action 
came none of the remedies would be =P. 
plied and the vital question would be left still 
undecided. As Republicans we do not fail 
to appreciate the importance of national 
questions, and we will, each according to 
his comvictions, act in regard to national 
affairs, but the school question is with us the 
vital question, which more concerns us than 
all qther_political questions.’’

COMMANDER MARTIN’S DELAY IN AP- 
POINTING A MEMORIAL COMMITTEE. 


Ransom Post Is Inclined to Be Indignant 
Over the Long Delay—Fight for the De- 
partment Commandership—Off for 

Ohillicothe—Among the Veterans. 


Asappears by General Order, No. 11, pub- 
lished exclusively in last Sunday’s Post- 
DisPaTcH, Commander Martin has appointed 
a@ committee on the Sherman memorial fund. 

Comrades of Ransom Post who, to some 
extent, are the custodians of all that per- 
tains to Gen. Sherman, would like to know 
exactly itcomes that the appointment 
of the com has been left to the very 
last month of epartment year, it having 
been ordered at the meeting at Moberly, last 
March. " . i 

It is believed that there is an inside story to 
this delay, although it may never leak out. 
Ransom Post went down to Moberly full of 
the idea ofa monument to Gen. Sherman, to 
be erected at or near St. Louis, and they 
brought forward a proposition for the de- 
partment toappropriate $5,000 to the fund, 
some $3,000 or $4,000 having already been sub- 
scribed in 8st. Louls. They urged that the 
Encampment had $10,000 on hand of no 
earthly use tg any one, and $5,000 of it might 
very properly be voted for such an object as 
amemoriaitoGen. Sherman. The appro- 
priation was opposed by several, and the De- 
partment Commander, Mr. Leo Rassleur, 
left the chair and took the floor and criticised 
the rich members of Ransom Post for reach- 
ing after this money which, he urged, repre- 
sented the contributions of hardworking vet- 
erans all over the State. It seemed to be a 
case of the ‘‘horny-handed’’ against the 
‘*piled shirts,’’ and the ‘‘horny-handed’’ 
defeated the $5,000 proposition; but the vote 
was close. A little $1,000 was, however, 
appropriated; and the Commander was 
authorized to appoint a committee to drum 
funds from the Grand Army forthe Sherman 
memorial. 

Ransom Post fears that the delay in the ap’ 
pointment of this committee will result in 
nothing rere | done. At the time of the 
Moberly meeting Gen. Sherman had but just 
dieg, and people would have been responsive 
to an appeal to honor his memory, but how 
the subject is ‘‘ancient history,’’.and dimes 
can hardly be obtained where dollars could 
easily have been secured then. At least they 
teel that nearly a year of very valuable time 
has been lost, and they will be happy tolearn 
that no sinister influence inspired the delay 
of which complaint has been made. 

The question will come upat Chillicothe, 
and probably the need of having so large a 
surplus willwe discussed.

have been working along quietly for many 
months, and it was said yesterday that they 
have now secured options of purchase from 
all the principal foundries but two. The 
two concerns that have refused to fall in 
with the scheme are George Bruce & Son of 42 
Maiden lane, this city, and Berhard Bros. & 
Spindle of Chicago. The plan as it is re- 
ported, isnotto buy the foundries outright, 
but to form them intoa great combination in 
the nature ofatrust.

The First and Foremost of the Trusts 
to Be Dissolved 


A TELLING BLOW STRUCK BY THE OHIO 
SUPREME COURT. 


Decadence of a Combination That Has 
Swayed the Business of the Country— 
It May Reorganize Within the Law— 
How the Certificates Will Be Appor- 
ioned. 


New Yor«, March 12.—By far the most im- 
portant financial development of the week 
has been the proposition of managers of the 
Standard Ot] Trust to dissolve the trust. The 
Standard Oil was the first of the trusts and it 
is interesting to note that, like its successors, 
it will probably soon succumb to the public 
sentiment against the name, which has been 
growing since the formation of the Standard 
Oil Trust. The dissolution of this trust will 
be a matter of special interest from 
the fact that it will undoubtedly 
mean the abandonment of the trust idea, at 
least publicly. The Standard Oil is undoubt- 
edly the best ¢xample of the trust idea and 
its possibilities that the world has known. 
Its agreement has always been considered a 
masterpiece of legal sublety. The trust has 


resulted in great profits to the owners of the 
| certificates, and this profit has been legiti- 
| mate and not, as in the case of certain other 


notorious exemplars of the trust idea, the re- 
sult of Aisgraceful speculations in the stock 


market. 
The trust’s record in the financial world has 


ir, the 
been a peculiarly clean one. Moreover, 
price to the consumer has been reduced very 


| materially since the formation of the trust. 


This has beenin part only coincident with 
the formation ofthe trustand due to other 
causes; butit has been in part due to the 
operations of the trust itself to the logical 
economies of management resulting from 
combination and to the energetic efforts of 
the managers of the trust in the direction of 
discovering economies in refining and trans- 
portation. 

But the Supreme Court of Ohio has decided 
that the carefully prepared trust agreement 
is fiegal, and that the contracts between the 
standard Oil Co. of Ohio and the trust are 
null and void, and the trustees apparently 
believe that it is not advisable to appeal the 
case to the Sapreme Court of the United 
states. The plain inference from this is 
that they: have found some other method for 
obtaining the same profits without running 
counter to public opinion and Its servant, the 
law. Otherwise, it is incomprehensibie that so 
profitable a form of doing business should 
be given up without a lezal strucgie.. It is 

bie that the idea of the managers is to 
dissolve the trust in its present form, only to 
organize another one of ailess public and 
perhaps less binding character. in other 
words, it is probable that the managers of the 
companies will form an association by 
which competition shall be restricted, prices 
held up and such economies of peoddiction 
and transportation as are dependent on com- 
bimation maintained.

The-reorganizations of the 
Sugar Trust and other trusts into corporatioas 
were comperatively very simpie matters. 
For in those cases new securities were issued 
to represent the equities in the component 
companies ofthe trust. To proportion the 
holdings of new stock to each holder of the 
old trust certificates was a matter of simple 
arithmetic. In the present case the idea of 
the managers is that no new securities shal! 
be issued representing the equities of the 
holders of the present trust certificates. Each 
holder is to receive his equity. in what? It 
must be im the stocks of the component 
com panies for they are what the 
trust certificates represent, If the 
present certificate holders were the 
same as those who originally deposited their 
stocks inthe trust andreceived certificates 
in return, the exchange woypld consist simply 
ina return t> each man of his original stock. 
But there are now 2,000 certificate holders of 
the trust scattered ali over the world. where- 
as the original organizers were only thirty. 
How to divide up among these 2 00 holders 
the stocks of the component companies in 
proportion to each one’s holdings would seem 
to be a problem to defy the greatest financier 
the workd has ever known. In the first place, 
the values of the stocks of the component 
companies must be estimated. 
be done? Not by market values, as these stocks 
are not traded in the markets. Not on a 
basis of dividend yieids, 
manifestiy unjust, inasmuch as the plant of 
one company may ve worth much more than 
the plant of another, while both are yielding 
the same dividends. It would seem thatan 
equitable division of the assets must involve 

a minute analysis and appraisal ofeach prop- 

erty, a matter of apparently Inestimabie 

labor. Moreover,a certificate holder might 
have special reasons for objecting to the par- 
ticular stock giventohim. For instance, the 
holder living in New Jersey might receive 
stock of an Ohio company,wuiile he preferred 
to hold stock ofa New Jersey . company. 
But those are questions for the 
certificate holders to decide in case they de- 
cide to wind up the trust’s affairs at all. 
Moreover, the problem will be simpler than 
it would at first appear, because while the 
certificate holders number 2,0, it is proba- 

bie that a very large majority of the total 
number of certificates is in the nands of a 
few men. These menare to a large extent 
those who originally deposited their stock in 
the trust. Areturn of this stock to them 
would be a simple matter. The dif cuity will 
begin when they come to estlimate the equl- 
ties of the outside hoiders. The fact that 
these few men will be the owners of the 
stocks of the component companies will make 
much easier the formation ofa new trust or 
association as suggested above.

Tehuacan, in the State of Onxaca. About 
two months ago a tourist from Chicago, Ill, 
giving the name of Arthur T. Williams, ar- 
rived here. He spent several days at the 
Iturbe Hotel and made many friends among 
the American colony. He was well dressed 
and seemed to be well supplied with funds, 
as he spent money freely ,buying many costly 
relics and Mexican souvenirs. On Jan. 2 
he ieft here, stating that he was going to 
Oaxaca for the purpose of visiting the 
Mitila ruins and other places of 
interest near thatcity. Nothing further was 
heard of him until news of his tragic death 
reached here, his mutilated body having 
been found tn a’canyon near Tehuacan. 
After leaving here he proceeded to Puebla 
and then took the Mexican Southern train 
for a distance of 120 Kilometers, which was as 
tar as that road had at that time been built. 
There is no stage line leading from the point 
where he left the railroad for Oaxaca, and 
he purchased a burro and set out alone 
over a wiid and rugged country inhabited 
by Indians and Mexican bandits. It seems 
that he never reached his destination and 
had only covered seventy-five Kilometers of 
his journey overland, when he was attacked 
by bandits. Itis believed that he offered a 
brave resistance and was killed while fight- 
ing. His body ts pierced with several bullet 
wounds. Owing tothe high altitade and dry 
atmosphere of the locality where he met his 
|. death the body was in a good State of preser- 
vation when found. It was taken to Pueblo 
where it was readily recognized as that of the 
tourist Williams, by various persons,who had 
met him during his recent visit to that place. 
He had been robbed of ail money, papers and 
valuables. The remains were interred at 
Pueblo, the laws of Mexico not permitting 
the removal of a body from this country un- 
till a period of five years has expired.

_|STILL A MYSTERY. 


Facts Yet to Be Revealed in the Attempt 
to Assassinate Sage. 


STRANGE LETTER SAID TO HAVE BEEN 
WRITTEN BY DR. MARY WALEER. 


It Ciatms That Norcross, the Bomb- 
Thrower, Was a Nihilist-Clerk Leaid- 
law’s Story at the Inquest-The Fi- 
nancier Denies. That He Used the Clerk 
as a Shield. 


New Yorn, March 12.—IRussell Saze is con- 
ident, and so is Jnspector Byrnes, that all of 
the facts tn the bomb-throwing case were 
not reached at yesterday's inquest. The 
facts of the explosion were brought out, but 
it 1s still belicved that behind them there isa 
mystery yet to be solved, Mrs. Sage received 
along letter yesterday, said to have been 
written by Dr. Mary Walker, asking that Mr. 

Sage intercede for her in getting a bill 
through Congress, in which she alleges a 
sum of money is due her for services ren- 
dered to the Government during the late war. 
The letter went on to state that she had writ- 
ten to Mrs. Astor but received noreply. She 
said that if she had recefved a reply the ex- 
piosion tn Mr. Sage’s office would have been 
prevented. She knew the bomb-thrower. He 
was a Nihilist, she said, among many other 
things. Mr, Sage told Mra. Sage to explain 
to Dr. Walker that he was not in public life 
at present, and that he knew no 
such bill before Congress. The 
letter will be placed in Inepector 
Byrnes’ hands along with numerous other 
communications the millionaire receives 
every day. Mr. Sage related the story of the 
explosion this morning and several times 
became excited. *‘‘If,’’ he exclaimed, ‘‘Nor- 

cross was crazy, he exhibited remarkable 
fertility of reason, because the man had his 
plans all formed when he came into the 
Office. When I received the letter asking for 
$1,250,000 I was startied at first. 1 read it over 
a second time in hopes that I could distract 
his attention, but it was no use.’’ 

Mr. Sage said that the plaster cast of Nor- 
cross exhibited at the inquest bore a striking 
resemblance to the bomb thrower’s face. 

THE INQUEST. 

Mrs. Sage looked into the face of Norcross 
yesterday. But it wasa plaster of Paris face 
and had none ofthe flendish gleam that was 
in the eyes of Henry L, Norcross on that 
memorable day in December last. The 
wrecks of twoor three of his old employes 
satnear him. Strange Coroner’s tnquest it 
was. One of the richest men in the country, 
evidently more interested in preventing 
his clerk, Laidlaw, from getting a hold 
for a suit than in the details of the tragedy. 
The inquest wasto determine the cause of 
the death of B. F. Norton, the clerk who was 
blown out of the window. Coroner Messemer 
wasonthebench. The jury was made up 
largely of bankers and brokers from the vi- 
cinity of Change. Broker Henry L. Norton 
was foreman and Henry Clews was juror. 
Wm. Kh. Laidlaw, the man who claims that 
Russell Sage used him asa shield, hobbled to 
the witness stand with evident difficulty. He 
used a walking stick for support. In his left 
hand he carrieda satchel, the contents of 
which he exhibited tothe jury to lllustrate 
his story, which was partially told in dis- 
patches sent out last night. 

**On Dec. 4, avout noon,’’ said Laidiaw, **I 
went to Mr. Sage’s officeon Broadway. I 
noticed Mr. fage engaged in conversation 
with a man who, as subsequentiy turned out, 
was Norcross. I passed them and went 
| towards the desk inthe office. Ina moment 
afterwards Mr. Sage approached me and laid 
| his band on my shoul When be did that 
my back was turned tc Norcross. Mr. Sage 
spoke to Norcross over my shoulder. As well 
as I can remember, ke said: ‘If I can 
(trust you, why cannot you trust me?’ Nor- 

cross replied tn a soft, easy tone: ‘Oh, no.’ 
Then Mr. Sage took his hand from my shou!l- 
Ger and grasped my ieft hand with his right. 
Almost instantly he held my hand with bota of 
his. He haifsat onthe edgeof the desk. I 
adapted myseifto the change in Mr. *age’s 
position with my back still to Norcross.’”’ 

‘*Did Mr. Sage show any fear’’’ the witness 
was asked. 

**He did not show what I thought was 
fear,’’ wasthe answer. ‘*‘] noticed that his 
hands trembled a great deal, Dut | attributed 
that trembling to anger rather than tear. 
Thatis, I thought Mr. tage was vexed with 
Norcross.’’ 

‘*Then,’’ the Coroner sai¢, **if Mr. Sage did 
not show any fear. your statement made to 
me at the Chambers Street see og to the 
effort tliat he tried to save himseif from Nor 
cross by plecing you between him and the 
bomb thrower was not true.’’ 

‘Ob, no. I am not going to admit,’’ said 
Laidlaw. ‘‘WhatI want tosay is that at the 
time Mr. Sage placed his hand on my shoul- 
der I did not think he was afraid and thet his 
object was to make a shield of me for his vwn 

rotection. But in view of whatl learned 

ter of what occurred between 
Sage and Norcross before I went 
into the office I ~° pen satis- 
fled that Sage wanted use 
asashieid. Allthe wounasl Sesion; ’’ the 
witness continued, ‘were on my back, that 
ié in the back ion of my body, as distinct 
from the front. When I reached the hospital 
the doctors told me I had sixty-two wounds. 
In order to satisfy the jury of the riddlingI 
got, | brought with me in this satchel what 
remains of the clothes I wore on Dec. 4. 

Laidiaw 0 his coat and trousers be- 
fore the jary. y were in tatters. *‘Now 
tell us acc a what was Mr. Sage’s po- 
sition when the Domb was thrown,’ Juror 
Horton said to the witness. 

‘*Mr. Sage had his left thigh resting on the 
Gesk. He was iookingat WNorcross over 5 
shoulder and had my left hand clasped in 
both of his.’’

A Day of Reckoning Comfag for Trade 
Combinations. 

Cuicaco, l., March 12.—The fight begun 
by the Department of Justice against the 
trusts and combines is torage all along the 
lime, and on Monday next Government 
agents will begin an investigation against an 
alleged dressed beef combine, and the Bis- 
cult Trust. Chas. M. Horton, representing 
the Department of Justice, and who has 
been detailed to gather evidence against the 
trusts, reached the city to-day. Heat once 
went to District Attorney Milichrist’s office, 


where a plan of campaign was arranged. 
The first combine to be attacked 
ig the alleged beef combine. It is 
said that at the present time Armour, 

Swift & Co. not only control thé market for 
dressed beef, out their purchasing agents have 
formed a combination to stifle competition 
in the purchase of cattie onthe hoof and 
that thereby the farmers are at the mercy of 
the army of purcifasing agents, who pay 
just what priceson the hoof they see fit. 

Evidence, it is asserted, bas been obtained 
that wholesale butchers in Chic ago who 
have refused to buy from the combine have 
been summarily dealt with. ihe wholesaler 
who declined to purchase from the big three 

it is allege, are next door to wha 

the Government calls a ‘‘gorilla meat 
house,’’ where meats are sold at prices so 
low that the stubborn butcher could not 
touch them exc -_ at aloss. This warfare 
was Kept up by the combine until etther the 
victim was forced out of business or com- 
pelied to surrender and transfer his business 
oS = oppressors. 

Oortoy will on Monday next investigate 
see charges, and, if the facts warrant it 
the power of the Grana- -jury will be invoked 
to bring the offenders totime. The combina- 
tion is said to exist not only in Chicago, but 
in Eastern cities, where the agents of the 
combine pursue the same methods of crush- 
ing stubborn butehers or forcing them to sur- 
render. Thus the beef trust’s mantpula- 
tions are claimed to be interstate in character 
and in violation of the anti-trust iaw. 

Mr. Horton, just returned from Minne- 
apolis via Kansas City and st. Louls, where 
he bas been investigating the Cordage Trust, 
says: 

**This combination is one of the most pow- 
erful and unscrupulous organizations I have 
yet come in contact with. Ilwent to Minne- 
s0ta to investigate a couiplaint that the State 
offictals of Minnesota were unable, by reason 
of the Cordage Trust’s manipulations, to pro- 
cure machinery for making binding twine in 
the state itentiary at Stillwater. I found 
the complaint well founded. A committee of 
the Minnesota Legislature went to New York 
to buy machinery ‘for making binding twine 
in tue penitentiary. They went to Joba 
(,004,a New York inventor and manufac- 
turer of the binding-twine machines, and en- 
deavored to purchase one of the machines. 
Could they doit? Not much. Mry Good was 
in the power of the National Cordace Co., 
the Cordage Trust. He hada contract with 
the trust to D tarwiem his machines to no com- 
pany or corporation outside of the combine. 

‘*The Cordage Trust officials were consulted 
and they made the astonishing proposttion 
thatthey would allow Mr. Gcodto gseti hig 
machines to the State of Minnesota, provided 
the State gave a bond of $200,038), to indemnify 
the Cordage Trust from any loss which might 
result by reason of the convicts competing 
phen ob the trust. The offer was, of course, re- 

ected 

‘I have not been able to find what prices 
the trust charges for its binding twine. 
ersjwhom I consuited seid the on 
trust was to withyold fits prices, and there- 
fore there are no quotations. The trust boids 
its products and prices vack until the twine is 
wanted padly, and then [t selis asit sees fit. 
jt also contre ols, lam informed, the oat put of 
siseland manflia, having contracts with the 
importers to take what they bring to this 
country. I doubt if the facts we have in hand 
are suffictent to warrant an indictment of the 
Officials of the trust, but a day of reckoning ig 
coming.’’

FOR STARVING RUSSIANS 


Over 4,000,000 Pounds of Flour and Meal 
From American Millers, 

New York, March 12.—The Atlantic 
Transport Co.’s steamer Missouri, which 
rescued the'passengers of the Thingvalla Line 
steamer Danmark abouttwo years ago, was 
to have started om her voyage to carry the 
gift of the millers of America to the starv- 
ing Russian peasants, but was delayed 
by the non-arrival of a partof her cargo.

MONTREAL, March 12.—Mercier has gone. 
But noteven the most sanguine of his Con- 
servative or his ‘‘Old Liberal’’ adversaries 
indulged the hope that his defeat would be 
as crushing as it has turned out tobe. In 
the last Legislatare he had a majority of 
twenty-six. Now his opponents have ob- 
tained a majority of thirty-one over him, 
if the seven *‘Old Liberals’’ are to be counted 
as on his side, which they are not likely to 
De. If they are to be counted in with the 
Tories, the Majority against him is forty- 
fve in a House containing seventy-three 
members altogether. ' 

The history of the Dominion offers only one 
parallel to the sweeping defeat that has 
overtaken the Liberal party in the Quebec 
Province. It is furnished in the disaster 
which overtook the Conservatives all over 
the country at the general election, which, in 
1874, followed upon the Pacific railway 
scandal. There is, however, this difference 
between the main features of both events. 
In the electoral struggle which ended so 
calamitously for the Liberals on Tuesday last 
the Conservative candidates had the Ottawa 
Government’s support, which included a 
large sum out of the corruption fund at 
its disposal; whereas, in i874, the 
Liberals had only their principals to 
rely upon. In the contest of Tuesday last 
the constitutional question—the autocratic 
and illegal conduct of Gov.

It brought me toa 
strange quarter where a strange people 
with kindly yet sad and smilleless faces, 
wrought in all labor with that patience and 
diligence which characterize but one race of 
men. This was in the ‘*Chueta’’ quarter of 
Palma, and this isthe story of the folk that 
live within it: 
**Death to the Jews!’’ was the brutal cry of 
all good Christians in Southern Europe 
towards the end of the fourteenth century. 
In Palma they were persecuted with relent- 
less fury, beaten with crosses of wood 
they had been compelled to Kiss and their 
houses looted and sacked. During Passion 
Week of 1435 they were so desperately baited 
that some Jews attachedaslave whom thoy 
named *‘Jesus’’ toacross and mocked him 
in secret revenge. Four of the Jews con- 
cerned in the affair were condemned to be 
burned todeath. Their sentences were then 
commuted to death by hanging on condition 
of becoming Christians. As the fury of 
the Christians seemed to promise the 
murder of ‘ail the Jews in Palma not 
only did the four condemned men embrace 
Christianity, but within two days’ time more 
than 200 were baptized and eventually the en- 
tire Jewish population followed their ex- 
ample. The descendants of these are the 
folk of the Chueta quarter. They profess 
Christianity, though living wholly apart 
from the Majorcans of Palma. Many are 
rich; most are artisans, such assilversmiths, 
weavers of embroideries and the like, a'! are 
honest, cleanly and industrious. But their 
bearded, solemn men and these faces by the 
fountains, betray, if but faintly, the memory 
of those olden tragedies whichcan never be 
effaced from their inner lives and hearts. 
In pretty and comfortable diligeaces, upon 
the backs of mules or donkeys, or better still 
upon your own stout legs, the remotest por- 
tions of the island are reached, over roads 
that will rival England’s, tn scarcely more 
than a single day’s journey. Ifyou are simply 
a sight-seer there is much to do anda seé 
within the little sea-girt spot. The vineyards 
of Binisalem and Felantix are as interesting 
as those about Oporto in Spain.

The foot print thus formed shows traces of 
the outer edge of the foot and the extreme 
tips of the flexed toes only. 

To take a further survey of the skin Darwin 
has pointed out that the fine, scarcely visible 
hairs which cover the Hmbs are arrapD 
just like those of the higher apes, and t 
onthe arms their directionis towards the 
elbow; those low being directed down- 
wards and those above the joint upwards. 
He goes on to show the utility of this ar- 
rangement of the hair in the anthropoids. In 
man no such uses exist, yet the strange simi- 
larity remains. 

I have taken it asa general principle to 
work upon, thatif any habit or structure, 
which is still existent but of no apparent 
use, is generally present in all animais of a 
class, we shall find that it was at one time— 
often in the very distant past—ofr essential 
service in the struggie for existence. 

This principle or working hypothesis arose 
from the observation of many jacts; but nox

It will easily be understood that if some 
habit essential for maintaining the existence 
of the race, such a habit, for instance, as 
that of the young partridge, to crouch 
hide Itself on the approach of danger, is ope- 
rative through many generations, it becomes 
thoroughly ground into the nature of the 
creature possessing it. When the hawk 
hovers over the brood it would always be the 
chick which is Jeast successful in concealin 
itself which would be pounced upon ons 
voured.

OSTRICH FARMING. 


& TRANSPLANTED INDUSTRY WHICH 
THRIVES IN CALIFORNIA 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH. 

VALLEY OF San Luis Rer, March 2.—In this 
beautiful valley,seven miles distant from the 
village of Fallbrook and twelve from Oceen- 
side, is that unique industry in America, 
an ostrich farm, Those who have seen Cali- 
fornia-bred ostriches at Riverside, Coronado, 
Carpenteria or santa Monica may have 
thought the enterprise of ostrich farming in 
this country a purely fanciful one, but it ap- 
pears that these birds thrive and multiply 
and yield valuable plumes, as well among 
the California hilis as intheir native Africa, 
and the history of the experiment encour. 
ages the belief that this industry will prove 
profitable and comparatively general in the 
State and perhaps in some gerts of Arizona 
and New Mexico. Thisigsthe pioneer farm. 
Ip 1882 a resident of Failbrook went to south 
Africa in the interest of the American Os- 
trich Co., then just incorporated, to 
study the science of ostrich farming. 
A year later he returned to 
America, bringing twenty-three birds, 
which were all safely landed at New Orleans, 
but after a month’s experience of Louisiana 
climate it was decided to remove them to 
California, and this locality was chosen as 
offering conditions most resembling those to 
which they had been accustomed. Here they 
have prospered even beyond expectation, 
but owing to the relatively small number
